The Observe); the most influential 
weekly in all England, refers to Lord 
Chelmsford in the following strain: 

"When the incomjietenct/ of Lord 
Chelmsford had been made manifest 
by a series of disasters, of which Isan- 
dula was only the. most flagrant, we re- 
tained kin) in commniul, and made up 
for want of generalship by sheer force 
of numbers. AV'e trust we may not 
hereafter have to add to the list of our 
national mistakes in this Zulu cam- 
paign that of having failed, at the mo- 
ment wo had the power to dictate our 
own terms, to take guarantees against 
the recurrence of the dangers which 
have necessitated our intervention. 
However, our losses in South Africa 
will not be thrown away, if they sutlico 
to impress the lesson that England, 
powerful as she is, is not powerful 
enough to employ the services of hot- 
headed governors and iceah-minded gen- 
erals. We have possessions in every 
quarter of the globe, and in each of 
theso possessions we might any day bo 
plunged in war and disaster by states- 
manship and generalship of the order 
which has ruled of late in 1 1 10 Cape. 
That the arms of England have proved 
victorious, that her honor has been re- 
deemed, and her interests protected, is 
ground for legitimate satisfaction to all 
who hare at heart the welfare of our 
empire. But this satisfaction should 
not blind ua to the fact that our arms 
need never have been defeated, our 
honor stained, or our interests jeopar- 
dised, but for the combined recklessness 
and incapacity which necessitated the 
victory of Ulundi." 

From this extract it will bo seen that 
a wide latitude is afforded to news- 
paper criticism in England. Every 
man in the receipt of public money is 
liable to have his otliehil conduct tra- 
versed and commented upon by the 
press. The Royal family, frequently, 
do not escape remark ; and an attempt 
to gag the press would be regarded ns 
an invasion of tho rights of the public. 
The article from tho Observer is a fair 
comment on the nets of Lord Chelms- 
ford, and as such is not libellous. If 
the Observer had attributed corruption 
to Lord Chelmsford; if it had said 
that lie sold the field of Isandula to the 
Zulus; or that for personal aggrandize- 
ment ho had supplied the troops with 
bad food and charged them as for good 
— that would have been— if false— a 
gross and inexcusable libel. But to say 
that an officer is "incompetent," "weak- 
minded," "reckless" and "incapable," is 
not libellous, even if the charge is 
made in tho face of an enemy or on the 
heels of a great victory.

We think that we may not unfairly 
take to ourselves the credit of having 
forced tho Local Government to call 
for tenders for tho construction of the 
drydock in place of giving it out by 
dav's work. That it was their original 
intention to give out the dock, as they 
had the cofferdam, by day's work, is 
established beyond a doubt by an arti- 
cle that appeared in the organ of July 
17th, in which the day's work system is 
lauded as superior to the contract sys- 
tem, and the following language is 
used ; — 

" This (the day's work system) might 
also be the best course to adopt with re- 
gard to tho building of tho duck itself 
when the cofferdam is finished. * * * 
Provided that skilled practical men are 
employed it should be more economical 
for the Government to build tho Dock 
than to hand it. over to a contractor, who 
would require bis profit over and above 
the cost. * * * The building of the 
dock will, in reality, lie a simpler niat- 
ter(!) than that of the cofferdam. * * * 
To advertise for tenders in England and 
to wait a reasonable timo until these were 
sent in and then to negotiate a contract 
would cause so much delay that it would 
be next to impossible that the work could 
bo commenced this year." 

The time for receiving tenders is 
fixed for December 27th. The call will 
be certain to attract much attention 
abroad ; but respectable linns of con- 
tractors may couple the organ's article 
with the action of the Government in 
respect to tho cofferdam scandal and 
refuse to bid for fenr of being hoaxed. 
It will bo remembered that the (iov- 
ernment first called for tenders for the 
completion of tho cofferdam, which in- 
duced a number of responsible contrac- 
tors to incur considerable expense in 
the preparation of tenders and then 
took advantage of the information con- 
tained in the bids to give out tho job 
by day's work. Wo believe, however, 
that the only understanding upon 
which the Canadian subsidy will be 
paid over to this Government is that 
the dock work shall be given out to 
competition. This fact will probably 
reassure contractors. It secures them 
against a resort to dishonorable tactics 
by this Government and will doubtless 
creato a healthy competition for the 
great work.

TAOOOB KHAN BESBIGED. 



British Troops Hurrying to tho Front. 

[Exclusive Dispatch to The CuIuiiNt. | 



Simla, Sept. 7- — Troops of nil iirms 
havo been recalled from Pishin and are 
re-occupying Candahnr. Yakoob Klmn 
hna asked for British aid, Bodahali Khan, 
who holds the country beyond SHutar- 
gnrdau Pass, has offered his services to 
the British. Major Connolly reportedall 
quiet yesterday to and beyond Slnitargar- 
dan Pass. 

According to authentic intelligence re- 
ceived from Alt Kheily some of tho na- 
tives havo conic in and reported that they 
have seen the dead bodies of tho British 
oflicors at Cabul. It is rumored that nine 
troopers belonging to the escort escaped. 

London, Sopt. 7.— Intelligence com- 
municated by the Indian Office is to the 
effect that the attack on the British, em- 
bassy at Cabul was commenced by three 
Afghan regiments which were joined by 
nine others. The Viceroy of India tele- 
graphs on file 6th hist, that Clen. Roberts 
will reach Peiwar from Simla in fivo days 
and will take command of a rapid ad- 
vance on Cabul. Gen. Stewart lias been 
ordered to Candahar and will threaten 
Chuseneo, if necessary. The Ameer writes 
that the troops at the first outbreak after 
stoning the officers rushed upon tho 
British Embassy with stones. Several 
volleys were fired from the Embassy in 
return. A second letter from tho Ameer, 
dated Sept. 4, says — "Thousands of peo- 
ple assembled to destroy the British Em- 
bassy. Many lives were lost on both 
sides. I, with live attendants, have been 
bosieged all day yesterday. Up to i ■ ; I 
havo no certain news of the Envoy, 
whether he was killed in his quarters or 
captured. " 

LATE It. 

London, Sept. S. — A correspondent 
at Bombay assorts that symptoms of 
discontent have been noticed at Cabul 
for some time. Tho bearing of the 
population towards members of tho em- 
bassy has been defiant. The force de- 
fending the embassy numbered seventy- 
nine. Tlioy fought with the greatest 
bravery. It is said the Ameer's son 
was fatally injured. A largo number 
of mutineers were killed. After the 
buildings of the embassy were fired the 
survivors sallied out and defended 
themselves desperately; but all were 
killed, including .Major Cavagnari. 

Intense excitement prevails through- 
out India. 

A Calcutta dispatch reports that dis- 
turbances at Bndaksban were not seri- 
ous. Affairs at Herat are unsettled. 
Kuran valley is infested by robbers. 
Trade by Shutargardan Pass has been 
stopped. The force ordered to leave 
Carndshar on the eighth September 
have been instructed to remain and 
the city is re-occupied. 

A dispatch says massacres in Manda- 
lay continue. Diplomatic intercourse 
between the Burmese Court and the 
British has virtually censed. The Ca- 
bul outbreak will probably encourage 
King Thebau to create an open rupture 
with England. 

London, Sept. 8. — Lady Cavagnari 
received ft telegram from the Viceroy 
of Indin, dated Sunday tTjntng, an- 
nouncing the death of her husband. 

Marine. — The bark Oatalina, laden 
with lumber from Hastings mill for Mol 
bourno, Australia, proceeded to sea undor 
sail on Saturday night.... Tho steamer 
Alexander returned to port on Sunday 
morning, having towed to sea tho bark 
Napier laden with lumber from Moody it- 
Co. 's mill, Burrard Inlet, and bound for 
Capo Town. The ship Indian Chief, also 
with lumber for same destination, went to 
sea on Friday last. . . .The steamer Beaver 
left Hastings mill at 1 p.m. yesterday, 
having in -tow the brig Tanner, lumbor 
laden and bound for the South Soa 
Islands. She will arrive in Royal Roads 
early this morning. . . .The bark Rover of 
tho Soas, laden with salmon and wool for 
London, England, will bo towed to sea by 
the steamer Beaver to-day.

Silo-walks. 

Editor Colonist: — Some time ago 
the City Council passed a by-law for 
the regulation of sidewalks and mado 
it very stringent. There is no getting out 
of it. They went to work and served 
notices on property -holders in different 
parts of tho city, notifying them to lay 
down new sidewalks under certain re- 
strictions, which, if not observed, would 
render tho walk liable to be torn up by 
order of the Street Committee and re- 
laid at an extra expense to the pro- 
perty-holders. The sidewalk ordinance 
is a good one if fairly carried out and 
no favoritism shown to any one. For 
instance, look at the new sidewalk just 
laid on the south sido of Yates street 
between Government and Broad streets; 
very artistically done, indeed. It lias got 
all tho grades that compass, square and 
ten-foot rod can give it. I find no fault 
with the owner of the property to lay 
his sidewalk to suit himself. If lie is 
allowed to do so, all right, Tho fault 
lies with the City Council or the Stroet 
Committee and if they make concessions 
to one person all havo a right to expect 
the same. Tho sido walk ordinanco if 
not honestly enforced is a myth and 
not worth the paper it is printed on. 
A Taxpayer who laid his Side- 
walk on the Proper Grade. 

Tho Indian Commission. 

Editor Colonist: — I have read Mr. 
DeCosmos' article, and also tho letter 
of an "Old Resident" on Indian affairs. 
I regret that these gentlemen, in at- 
tempting to discuss u question of im- 
portance, should havo adopted an un- 
suitable tone. They condemn the In- 
dian policy of Sir Joint Macdonald in 
this Province, which is a policy of 
equity and common sense, but it is not 
necessary for mo to offer comments on 
their statements, as manifestly they are 
writing in the dark and do not under- 
stand tho question. If they took the 
troublo to study it they would find that 
the policy of the late Sir James Doug- 
las, of which they also speak, is that 
which is being carried out, agreeing ns 
it does with tho policy of the Canadian 
"Indian Act."' One subject theso gen- 
tlemen mention, however, which is 
worthy, thrice-worthy of tho attention 
of thoughtful men, namely — missionary 
enterprise among our Indian popula- 
tion. It is ono of tho few subjects that 
could withdraw mo from tho seclusion, 
as regards public affairs, which has 
been the rule of my life in this part of 
the world. 

Touching missionary enterprise 
amongthe Indiansof British Columbia, I 
may say that, so far as 1 can judge of 
the work in general, it has repaid ev- 
ery outlay upon it of men, money and 
time. When we remember how slow 
the progress of mission work has been 
in all ages, and how it must ever be 
marked by vicissitudes and reactions, I 
might perhaps even bo justified in say- 
ing that the work has been very suc- 
cessful here. There lias not been any 
great showing in actual spiritual re- 
sults us yet, but the resisting power of 
old superstitions hns been weakened, 
purity has been inculcated, education 
has been begun, and a higher view of 
social and domestic life has been pre- 
sented and recommended to the native 
population in sonic parts of this coun- 
try. This has been entirely the work 
of the missionaries of different churches, 
those zealous and devoted men, who, in 
the midst of their own special duties, 
have so largely assisted the government 
in maintaining peace and order among 
the Indians. They have been success- 
ful, in my humble judgment, because 
they have regarded Christianity as a 
divine agent and not merely as a moral 
agent, I confess that I had an impres- 
sion at one time, but not resulting from 
definite study of the question, that 
"civilization, "so tospeak, should precede 
"Christianity" in any attempt to im- 
prove Indians. I do not now hold this 
opinion. Deeper thought and wider 
experience have shown me that mission 
work, pure and simple, is the real 
means of furthering the well-being of 
uncivilized people. There can be little 
hope of real progress until their hearts 
have been reformed by the influence of 
divine truth acting upon the conscience 
and judgment. But mission work, it 
is hardly necessary for me to add, es- 
sential though it be, is not work which 
tho. Indian Department of Canada is 
either prepared or fitted to undertake. 
It is work that must remain in the 
hands of those Churches and Societies 
which have managed it so well, and 
which, indeed, would reject interference, 
governmental or otherwise. Mission 
work among tho Indians is one thing — 
their municipal organization under the 
" Indian Act " is another. The 
| one may, and I belicvo will, prove 
to be helpful to tho other, but the two 
cannot be administratively joined. 
! "Old Resident" must surely, on re- 
' llcetion, bo able to understand how 
: impossible it is that a departmental 
! officer (whose presence is indispensable 
j in tho superior councils of the Indians) 
; should sanction debates and also action 
! (through municipal machinery) on 
i church matters, — say on the affairs of 
one of the several churches which aro 
now engaged on mission work in Brit- 
ish Columbia. If Indian municipal 
! machinery could bo used for the pur- 
pose of one church, why not for an- 
other? The Canadian Government could 
not put itself in the position of favour- 
ing specially the work of particular 
churches in particular districts except 
in the matter of schools; and this the In- 
dian rules provide for. There is no more 
reason for introducing church matters 
into an official Indian Council than into 
the City Council of Victoria. The at- 
tempt would produce jealousies and 
confusion and do harm to mission-work. 
The interest of the church requires 
that tho mission-field should be loft 
open so that all can enter it without 
hindrance and reap what harvest they 
may. 

j In conclusion I add a word to re- 
i commend a moderate and careful treat- 
I inent of Indian questions by those who 



think they are competent to discuss 
them in the newspapers. The Indians 
are the most numerous portion of our 
population and they make half our 
trade. They read, or get read to them, 
and discuss whatever appears in the 
newspapers on Indian questions. It 
is not the part of good citizens to for- 
get tho proper respect that is duo their 
Indian fellow-subjects, and to hold up 
to clumsy ridicule tho efforts which 
they may make, on the invitation of the 
Government of Canada, to improve 
their own condition and tho prospects 
of their children.

English Mail.

Some of the victims of the Glasgow 
Bank swindle pine and die, and tho 
papers occasionally refer to those who 
have gone to an untimely grave. R. 
Callwell, of Inverness, was a year ago 
worth §350,000. His thirty shares in 
the bank made him penniless at 70 
years of age, and he was lately found 
dead in his bed. 

Sir Alexander Cockburn, tho Lord 
Chief Justice, recently heard a case in 
which one Leverton sued his employers, 
Boon J: Son, wool staplers, for an "acci 
dent while at work from the effects of 
which he will bo a cripple for life. Be- 
ing unal.de to get any satisfaction from 
them he sued for damages and lost his 
caso. His employers .then expressed 
"sympathy"- -ho of courso had to pay 
all tho costs — and offered him 10 shil- 
lings and his railway fare. Sir Alex- 
ander promptly put them to shame by- 
giving the cripple £5 and tho mem- 
bers of the bar added 20 guineas, 
whereupon the employers agreed to for- 
go the costs and invest £50 for his 
benefit. 

A second sale of the effects of the 
unfortunate Earl of Lonsdale is an- 
nounced. From being regarded as 
among the richest of English nobles, ho 
has been compelled, only four years 
after attaining his majority, to dispose 
of all his effects and part with the con- 
trol of his estates. In the effects to bo 
sold arc included tho magnificent tiara 
of diamonds, the marriage present to 
his bride, the beautiful Lady Gladys 
Herbert, which cost £13,000, besides 
the whole of the jewels considered as 
her ladyship's exclusive property. The 
devotion evinced by Lady Lonsdale 
under the circumstances forms the 
theme of admiration in the circles of 
high life. 

The north of England to-day is strewn 
with wrecks. In Juno on auction sale 
took place at Gunnergatc Hall, York- 
shire, the magnificent residence of Mr. 
Vnughan, which was furnished in a 
fabulous splendor. His father made a 
vast fortune out of iron, and the col- 
lapse of that industry has ruined the 
son. Tho present is a line time for 
persons having money to invest in the 
English manufacturing districts, where 
houses can be purchased, with their 
contents, for less than the bare framo 
cost. Probably there has never been 
such a change from afllucnce to penury 
since the West Indian Eaiancipation 
act. During the cotton troublo, while 
tho working class suffered heavily, to 
the manufacturer the trouble was only 
temporary; but in tho case of these 
iron people the prevalent feeling is that 
tho trade is gone.

The Chicago Journal says that 
Chicago's streets aro full of able-bodied 
loafers, who pretend that they "can't 
get work to do," while all over the 
West aro heard tho complaints of the 
farmers that they are unablo to secure 
help enough to harvest their crops, 
even by offering from $1,50 to $2,50 
per day and board. 

Two young women were protesting 
to a Hartford court their desire to re- 
form. Their lawyer turned to them, 
and said in a whisper, audible to a 
C'ourant reporter ; — "Stop your noise, 
and sling in your tears." Then tho 
prisoners lifted up'a loud wail, the 
heart of the Justice was overcome, and 
ho let them go. 

The wife of Thomas H. Banner, of 
Hagerstown, had been warned before 
she married him that his temper was 
violent, and that, sooner or later, he 
would whip her. She seems to have 
made up her mind what to do if ho 
struck her, for when ho did so, she 
drew a revolver from her pocket and 
shot him dead. 

There is, it seems, a growing coolness 
between the Vatican and Camden 
House, Chiselhurst. Pope Leo, it is 
said, conveyed his condolences to the 
Empress Eugenie on the death of 
Prince Louis Napoleon through Car- 
dinal Bonaparte only, making no direct 
communication himself. This Eugenie 
resents as being so different from the 
conduct of Pio Nono on the occasion 
of the death of Napoleon III. Not con- 
tent with transmitting a telegram of 
condolence himself, he sent an official 
letter through Cardinal Anionelli. 



The widowed Empress thinks Pope 
Leo might have been equally attentive 
on the death of her son; and, to show 
her irritation, it is said the Pope was 
not asked to celebrate the usual re- 
quiem for the repose of her son's soul.

Mr. Stockford got 
into an altercation with ono Robert 
Betts, the hog reeve of the parish, con- 
cerning hogs running at large.

The 
Citizen says Sir John A. Macdonald 
will not leave England till the 23d 
September. Hon. Mr. Pope, Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, is reported to 
be very ill at his homo in Charlotte- 
town, P.E.I.

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
u-ithin the City of ] r ictoria : 

1. That such part of U10 City bounded 
on the North by Johnsmi street, on the 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street and or. tho West by the 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plato of Roof. Roofa shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walla shall 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Firo Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afl'ord 
protection against Firo. In tho caso of 
Gables the Walls are to be carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sliods. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance 

4 The Woodun Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Firo 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will bo made by the pro- 
posed change or altoration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within tho auid 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increaso the value of sucli building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on tile in the 
otlice of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Firo 
Limits shall be removed oxcopt to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it. stands or 
to a point outside tho Firo Limits. 

(>. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to bo, in 
tho judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Firo Wardens, a clan- 
gorous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limita sliall, 
in tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Firo Wardens, bo 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, tho Chiof En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such porson to romove 
tho same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
aftor receiving tho same comply with tho 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravol, as tho caso may 
be, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inchos thick. Two Story Buildings — 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gravel, as 
the caso may be. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to bo not less than sovonteon inchca 
thick; first floor not less than twolvc 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or porsons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Firo Department and tho Firo Wardons 
are required to nee that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to mako com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo citod for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. 1
